“To submit the forests of New 
Mexico to BLM type management 
would be disastrous to the users 
of water,” Woodward said. 


The BLM lands are arid and 
are of little value except for graz- 
ing. The Forest Service grazing 
lands, which are virtually treeless. 
are held to have their greatest 
use as water storage areas. 


Woodward said the total graz- 
ing privileges on the national for- 
ests are enjoyed by a relatively 
small number of persons and that 
forest forage fed only six-tenths 
of one per cent of all livestock in 
the United States, and about three 
per cent of all the livestock in the 


west. He also said that overgraz- 
ing had caused marked deteriora- 
tion of the range in the last 50 
years. 
Figures on Wyoming. 
Speaking on Barrett's home 
state of Wyoming, Woodward said 
non-resident sportsmen paid more 
than $1,000,000 for licenses last 
year while only $381,000 was 
spent on grazing privileges. He 
estimated non-resident sportsmen 
had added $8,000,000 to the Wy- 
oming economy last year.

What Gov. Donnelly Can Do 

From a strictly legalistie point of view, Gov, 
Donnelly probably is as correct as he can be in 
saying that he has no authority to call Missouri's 
legislators back to Jefferson City te act on pend- 
ing appropriations before the legislative dead- 
line of May 31. But even where there is no at- 
thority, there may be leadership. 

Even though the two chambers of the Legisia- 

ture had a right to recess, and even though the - 
Governor cannot reconvene the Legislature ex- 
cept for a special session after the close of the 
regular session, Gov. Donnelly could have ap- 
pealed to the lawmakers to come back te the 
‘State Capitol as a matter of duty and responsi- 
bility. , 
Such a “call” apparently is what the House 
leaders had in mind when they asked Gov. Don- 
nelly te send telegrams to all members of the 
Senate, the body which started the deadlock. He 
was assured that the House would reconvene 
just as soon as the Senators returned. The pres- 
ence of both bodies is essential since differences 
between them on major money bills must be 
worked out, . F : 

It is difficult to escape the impression that a 
measure of partisan politics has crept into this 
disagreement. If so, it would not be surprising 
te find the Governor's sympathies on the side of 
the Democratic Senate rather than the Republi- 
can House. But the business of providing essen- 
‘tial funds fer the operation of the various ‘state 
agencies should be beyond such rivalry. 

Of course, appropriation bills can be yoted at 
a, special session—and perhaps without undue 
inconvenience to the operations ef the State 
Government. But it would be unfortunate if the 
agenda for such a session—and especially the 
extension of the St. Lewis earnings tax—were 
beclouded by the rift which threatens te bring 
the regular session to a premature end. 

Since most of the work on the appropriations 
has already been done, there is still time this 
week to bring it to a proper conclusion. 

It is to be hoped that Gov. Donnelly will make 
a real effort to recall the legislators—not by 
command but by earnest solicitation,

Senator McCarthy's war with the State De- 


Voice is being crippled by “slanderous attacks.” 
Moreover, he adds that the State Department 
has shown a “spineless failure . . ; to stand by 
its own staff.” 

This is not the first such incident. A few days 
ago Theodore Kaghan resigned from the Voice, 
after ably defending his record before the Mc- 
Carthy inquiry. Kaghan said that “when you 
cross swords openly with McCarthy you can’t 
expect to remain in the State Department, even 
though you have, as I do, leyalty and security 
clearance.” Even the moving letter ef former 
Austrian Chancellor Figl, telling of Kaghan’'s 
anti-Red work, was wasted. 

The prime target of the McCarthy assault, 
however, is not the Voice personnel but the State 
Department itself. The Senator wants te rip the 
Voice out of that department “lock, steck and 
barrel.” And how has the State Department 
fended itself? : 

First, the department made several conces- 
sions to McCarthy. It reinstated an official whom 
McCarthy praised and promised the Senator full 
co-operation. Setond, the head of the depart- 
merit's Information Administration, Dr. Robert 
L. Johnson, testified that the Voice should be 
removed from the department. Further, he said 
Secretary of State Dulles agreed. 

Thus the end of the battle would be uncondi- 
tional surrender to McCarthy, were it not for 
some of his Republican colleagues. Senator 
Mundt, South Dakota Republican, opposes tak- 
ing the Voice out of the State Department, and 
has appealed to President Eisenhower te protect 
the information program. 

Finally, the Senate Foreign Relations subcom- 
mittee led by Senator Hickenlooper, Iowa Re 
publican, has recommended keeping the Voice 
in the department for at least a year. The sub- 
committee argues that the program should be 
co-ordinated closely with our foreign policy. 

The fact is that McCarthy's attack on the 
Voice of America and the State Department is 
being fought by Republicans and Democrats 
alike in the Senate, but not visibly at least by

RED CHIEF FOSTER 
AGAIN FOUND TOO 
ILL TO STAND TRIAL

NEW YORK, May 26—William 
Z. Foster, 72-year-old national 
chairman of the Communist party, 
‘still is not physically able to 
stand trial on a_ five-year-old 
indictment charging violation of 
the Smith act. 

This. ruling was made yester- 
day by United States District 
Judge Sylvester Ryan on the 
basis of reports by two court- 
appointed physicians. The judge 
said that to bring Foster to trial 
now would lead to the 
possibility of serious (perhaps 
fatal) consequences to the defend- 
ant or of permanent impairment 
to his health.” 

He granted Foster an indefi- 
nite continuance which marked 
the second time that the Red 
leader escaped trial on charges 
of conspiring to teach and advo- 
eate forcible overthrow of the 
Government, 

Foster was indicted July 25, 
1948, with 11 other members of 
the national board, but he was 
granted a severance because of 
a heart ailment when the trial 
opened in January 1949, The 11 
were convicted and sentenced to 
terms up to five years. A group 
of secondary Communist officials 
has also. gone to jail since then.

Food Poisoning 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


RESIDENT EISENHOWER'’S recent mild attack of food 

poisoning (really food infection by germs) reminds us that 

we can avoid uncomfortable days this summer if we will 
think about this hazard. For food infection ig preventable if 
ene is interested enough to take the necessary steps. 

The germs that infect food are not rare ones. They usual- 
ly are run-of-the-mill kinds of bacteria found on many people. 
It is easy to get a few of these germs in food unless rigid care, 
prompted by real interest, is used in food preparation. 

Once the germs get on the food, they grow there very well 
unless it is cooked immediately or chilled continuously be- 
tween cooking and serving. In warm weather, there are just 
three safe plates for food—in the refrigerator, on the stove 
cooking, or on your plates as you are eating. :

IF FOODS ARE LEFT around in summer-warm rooms, 
germs from fingers or from the air get on the food and start 
to grow. Standing at room temperature, the germs may make 
enough poison to be deadly, even though they are killed later 
by heating food before serving it. This is because some germs 
make a poison, called enterotoxin, which causes sickness. This 
poison cannot be removed from food by boiling or chilling it. 

Germs causing food poisoning can be coughed or sneezed 
ento the food by healthy people. Infection can come from 
dirty fingers. Thus, only constant individual interest by each 
person connected in any way with food preparation or dish- 
washing can prevent food infection and food poisoning. 

Food handlers may have health certificates and still infect 


_ food from sores on the hands, from colds, sore throats, coughs 


and sneezes. 

Constant watchfulness must be exercised by managers, super- 
visors and householders. The hands of those handling and serv- 
ing food must be looked at daily for open sores. 

Infected hands or signs of a cold, a sore throat, sniffling, 
eoughing or sneezing should bar that person from being near 
food or dishes until the illness is gone, in order to protect food 
from infection. Frequent hand-washing, with drying on a clean 
towel, must be the rule.

IT IS OFTEN SAID that cans poison food left in them. 
But it is a fact that no harm comes to any food left in the orig- 
inal can. However, open cans of food belong in the refrigera- 
tor unless that food is to be cooked immediately. Raw lettuce, 
cabbage and celery may be loaded with food-poisoning germs 
unless these vegetables are carefully washed before serving. 
In the case of lettuce and cabbage, this may mean washing leaf 
by leaf. 

Fortunately, food infection usually doesn’t kill—though it 
ean. It commonly causes discomfort, diarrhea, vomiting and 
prostration for several days. 

The diarrhea and the vomiting are protective mechanisms 
by your body to get rid of the poisonous substance. Thus, the 
early treatment is not aimed at shutting off the diarrhea until 
the food is eliminated.
